Some 
of us had come to the conclusion that 
tve could not get returns from 'fertili- 
zers on .potatoes, but Jiere .was. a fact 
new to us, and experience .has shown 
that.a good dressing of rich rock, add- 
ing but one element and that not cost- 
ly, would pay in seasonable years in 
o'u'r soil. Others over the. state have 
learned that this element alone or in a 
mixed fertilizer In which it is the lead- 
er pays best.

"With tobacco it Is often easy to pro-

•proremcnt in quality, and thus returns 
by ndvauclng the price received per 
pound. Experiments that' have'been 
conducted at the Maryland station with 
fertilizers on. tobacco have emphasized 
the above facts.
